AIR POWER 

It requires more than 175 million separate electrical discharges, from 12,000 to 
15,000 volts each, to enable a B-29 super plane to make a single flight. These 
electrical discharges are generated by a tiny "power plant," small enough to be 
held in one hand, and are delivered through a wiring system to the engine cylin- 
ders at the rate of 1,200 per second. 



FLIGHT TO NOWHERE 

Nobody ever took so much time doing nothing and getting 
nowhere as did an aviator who flew over the French capitol 
in 1942. On June 18th of that yeor he had his glider towed 
aloft and on June 20th he landed back from where he had 
started. He had kept his motorless plane in the air for more 
than 38 hours, setting a record for such type of flight. 



SECOND SIGHT 

In 1939, passengers aboard an airliner that arrived at the New York Municipal 
Airport were the first people to have the rare distinction of having an outside 
as well as an inside view of their landing. As the plane came in, it was picked 
up by a television camera in the control tower and the picture was received on 
the screen of a television set installed in the plane. 




SAFETY FIRST 

For flights at night and in bad weather, all passenger 
planes on United States scheduled air lines are equipped 
with an electronic instrument that flashes a light and rings 
a bell when the plane comes within 2,000 feet of a mountain 
or other obstacle in its path, thus warning the pilot that he 
must Increase his altitude at once. 





CAT-ASTROPHE 

It was Friday the thirteenth of the month when a United 
States Army pilot, flying only a few hundred feet off the 
ground above Maxwell Field, Alabama, suddenly realized 
that his controls were jammed. A brief search disclosed 
the fact that a small cat had stowed away before the plane 
left the ground and had gotten tangled up in the control 
wires. Yes, it was a black cat (August, 1938). 



FRIENDLY ENEMIES 

One of the strangest stories to come out of World War II concerned an Army air- 
force Captain who became a hero by deliberately shooting down an American 
transport plane filled with American personnel. It happened while he and other 
members of his squadron were strafing a Japanese airstrip on Baton Island, 
halfway between Formosa and Luzon. Suddenly they saw the American transport 
coming in for a landing, apparently not knowing the strip was occupied by Japan- 
ese. The Captain tried to contact the pilot by radio but failed. As a last resort 
he dived in, shot out the transport's right and left engines, and downed the plane 
into the bay about one hundred yards from shore. The twelve occupants of the 
plane crawled into life boats and were soon rescued by planes which landed on 
the water (1945). 



REVERSE FLIGHT 

During an R.A.F. raid on the Rhineland, a large shell burst below a Halifax 
bomber, the blast throwing it upside down. The pilot found himself hanaing head 
downwards, prevented from falling only by the leather loops which held his boots 
on the rudder bar, and by the wheel he was holding. Although flying at 350 miles 
per hour, the plane ultimately righted itself and made a safe landing. 




CYCLING THROUGH SPACE 

On August 30, 1935, a machine driven entirely by huomn 
muscular power, made four flights averaging 702 feet each, 
at Frankfort, Germany. The plane weighed about sixty 
pounds and had a wingspread of approximately thirty feet. 
It developed its take off speed with tightly-wound bands 
of rubber and then continued its flight under the power 
of the pilot who worked pedals, like those on a bicycle, 
to revolve the propeller.
